JAPANTOWN HOTEL 
PROTEST FAILS 


“We need housing，not hotels,” 
chanted nearly 100 protestors from 
San Francisco's Japantown last 
week,，after they_ were defeated in a 
Second effort to stop the construc- 
tion of the.Sunflower Inn,，a $2.25 
million hotel to be built by Kintetsu 
Enterprises of JapPan. 

The Board of Permit Appeals 
voted unanimously approving con- 
struction permits for the hotel de- 
spite the Committee Against Nihon- 


machi (Japantown) Eviction's 
(CANE) persistent plea to stop this 
project. 


SaichiKawahara of CANE, claim- 
ing Support from “the broad 
majority of the Japanese commu- 
nity,，”charged that the “unneces- 
Sary tourist hotel . . . means further 
destruction of inexpensive family 
homes . . . (and) further destruction 
and dispersal of our community.” It 
is also a plan by the Redevelopment 
Agency and 玉 intetsu“to turn our 
commumnity into a disgusting tourist 
Showcase,”he said. 

While no one at the hearing last 
week spoke in favor of the hotel, a 
spokesman for the Nihonmachi 
Community Development Corp. 
stated。in- a previous appeal in 
December that the facility is essen- 
tial to the economic well-being of 
Japantown，The -corporation con- 
Sists of Japantowhn merchants and 
property owners “who banded to- 
gether 12 years ago in an attempt to 
insure Some community control over 
plans for redevelopment.”

The occasion seemed auspicious 
enough: Chinatown VIPs 1loqua- 
ciosly mingling among tables at 
Louie's of Grant Avenue，pots of 
flowers sent from, among others, the 
Chinese Six Companies and the 
Consulate General of Taiwan，and 
robust tea Specially shipped from 
Hong Kong for the ceremony. Too 
bad the aperitif was another despoil- 
ing injunction. 

The latest gambit was staged at 
ten minutes to noon March 1. At 
noon, the new officers of the board 
of directors were scheduled to be 
installed (E/W- 2/27). A rumor flew 
about that another court injunction 
had been served，causing the yet- 
inured audience to buzz nonplus- 
sedly about the continuing conun- 
drum facing the board. 

At 12:33，incumbent President 
Park Louie :confirmed the rumor 
and announced that since the latest 
injunction- prevented the 1974 offi- 
cers from being installed, the official 
transfer of seals will occur in a few 
days,， “when the business is fin- 
ished.” 

Adding that an election was held 
February 19 and that the results 
were revealed in Chinatown's 
papers，Louie introduced the new 
officers: President Hung Ling Jung， 
vice-president Chung Yet Yee，Chi- 
hese Secretatry 入 ev. Paul Wu， Eng- 
lish secretary George Jeong，assis- 
tant Chinese secretary Kimun Foo, 
assistant English secretary Donald 
Suen，treastirer Park Louie，assis- 
tant treasurer Wing Y， Chu， 
auditors David Wee and Harold 
Jung, real estate director Tim Jang， 
publicity director Foo Hum，public 
relations director Fred Sue,， medical 
staff director Chun C. Lee, and hos- 
pital administration director Paul 
Hu. Foo，Suen，Chu，Wee，Harold 
Jung，Hum,，Lee and Hu were not 
present at the gathering.

Smith then took over the micro- 
pbhone. Stating that the“formal in- 
stallation”has been changed to“a 
meeting of the hospitals trustees 
and friends,，” he expressed confi- 
dence that the matter would be re- 
solved soon, on Of before the sched- 
uled March 11 hearing. 


The injunction was issued on 
behalf of Foo Hum，et al，who 
allege that Yeung Kam-ching is the 
legal representative to the board 
from the Sam Yup Association，and 
that a valid election was held Janu- 
ary 13(E/W 2/13). 

Goldsmith added,“It seems every 
few weeks there's another lawsuit.” 
He also noted that the latest re- 
straining order was obtained ex 
parte, in defiance of a court admoni- 
tion that Foo Hum et al，refrain 
froni such tactics，and that“need- 
less and useless litigation””should 
not eclipse“the fact that Chinese 
Hospital is an excellent and unique 
hospital.” 

On Wednesday，Feb. 27，Yeung's 
Status as a trustee of the board was 
brought before Judge Ira Brownm's 
court in Jex1z8g VDrcK Orxoc 有 天

to1.， Attached to Yeung's petition 
was an amendment filed by Foo 
Hum against Park Louie and Chi- 
nese_ Hospital， Goldsmith，at the 
hearing,， argued that neither he _ nor 
Louie had been served with papers 
naming the hospital as a defendant 
in Yeung's latest lawsuit， Judge 
Brown then dismissed the case on 
grounds of a violation of drue 
Process，but acceded to a plea by 
Warren 9ullivan，attorney for Hum 
and Yeung,that he hear out the case 
in order to bring it to an irrefutable 
conclusion. 

Judge Brown，indicating that 让 
would take approximately three 
hours for the case to be fully heard， 
asked that all parties agree on 3 
Specific time to present their argu- 
ments.

DONTIDROPOUT FROM YOUR COMMUNITY

Last week when four of your representatives_ came to 
interview me，I had a _ chance to ask them a few 
questions. 工 was pnot surprised to learn that they had 
dropped out from Chinese schools. Although there has 
been a_ great deal of interest in China these few years， 
most of the Chinese communities in America have not 
reported a rise in Chinese school enrollment， 

TI understand that many of you are rebelling against 

your parents'” insistence that you learn Chinese. Some 
are being turned off by the teaching methods and materi- 
als in the Chinese schools. Still others are busy with so 
many things after school that there is simnply no time for 
Chinese school. 

I am not here to promote Chinese schools. I believe 
that although there are many advantages in knowing 
Chinese, the decision is entirely yours. However, I would 
like to ask you to think a moment about these Chinese 
schools. Why are they here? What purposes do they 
SerVe? 

Our forefathers established these schools at a_ time 
When Chinese-Americans were the targets of discrimina- 
ion. They feared that there would be no future here for 
the Chinese. The only way then was for young Chinese to 
return to China to make a living. And to do that they 
Would need proficiency in the Chinese language. 

Another reason was the fact that China has an ancient 
and glorious civilization. As a proud race，the Chinese 
parents would naturally want their children to pass on 
their heritage， 

But time has changed. 也 ducation，jobs，and other 
opportunities are opening Up to Chinese-Americans. 
Most Chinese in the United States have made plans to 
stay here permanently. Your grandparents or parents 
may still relijsh their dqreams about their old homes in 
China, but to you, this is you land and this is your home. 

As many of us soon found out, to be American does not 
mean that there are no problems. Discrimination comes 
in many forms,， shapes，and ways. Though the Chinese 
have come along way, there is still much more to be done 
toward equajlity and justice. 

The problem here may be a new one for some of us. In 
the past the conflict has been whether a person should 
retain his or her ties to China or the not-so-friendly 
America: Now，with increased population and cohesive- 
ness in most Chinese communities,，a third dimension is 
opening up for us. We could keep our ties and sink our 
roots in the Chinese communities in America. In doing 
so，wWe affirm our American citizenship as well as our 
Chinese heritage. Unlike our forefathers，we do not see 
any conflicts here. The Chinese heritage, together with 
the feeling of kinship with the Chinese communities，camn

UNITED CHARGED 
WITH DISCRIMINATION 


The Department of Justice filed an 
amended complaint Monday charg- 
ing that United Airlines，the na- 
tioms largest domestic airline，and 
five _ unions discriminated against 
Spanish-surnamed and Asian- 
Americans and in matetnity leave 
for women. 

Attorney General William- B. 
9axbe Said the complaint was filed 
in U.3. District Court in Chicago， 
amending the employment discrimi- 
nation suit filed on APril 16, 1973. 

The amended complaint said 
United assigns white men to jobs 
that offer better opportunities for 
training and advancement，while 
assigningblacks, Spanish-surnamed 
and Asian Americans，and women 
to less desirable jobs. of low opPpor- 
tunity. 

The suit asks that the court enjoin 
the defendants from engaging in 
discriminatory employment practice 
and that the company be required to 
compensate present and former em- 
ployees and job applicants for eco- 
nomic loss they may have suffered 
because of their race，national ori- 
gin，Or Sex.

IWC LABOR 


The new labor standards proposed 
by the California Industrial Welfare 
Commission (ITWC), if adopted，w 训 
adversely affect many Chinese em- 
ployees，in the opinion of Chinese 
for Affirmative Action (CAA)，a 
commtunity organization dedicated 
to advocacy for equal employmenmt 
and equal Tights for Chinese Ameri- 
cans. 

Recently，the state legislature 
passed AB478, extending IWC cov- 
erage to men. But in the process of 
doing So，the new JIYC broposals 
took away - protection that women 
and minors have enjoyed for the 
past 30 years， said CAA in a state- 
ment of complaint addressed to 
IWC chairman Theodore Todd. 

In particular CAA pointed to the 
“Hours” section of the new orders， 
Which eliminates the rule that over- 
time (time-and-a-halb be paid after 
eight hours work in a day，except in 
the manufacturing, food processing 
and transportation industries. 

According to the new Prop5sed 
orders，overtime is to be required 
after 40 hours a week or ten hours a 
day in the personal services，Profes- 
Sional，technical，clerical，laundry， 

hetail and wholesale mercantile， 
amusement and :broadcast indus- 
tries. 

JIn restaurant，bar，janitorial，pri- 
vate School and agricultural product 
handling jobs other than food proc- 
essing，oOvertime is to start after 20 
hours a week (no daily limit at 
straight-time-pay). No overtime pay 
standards were set for general agri- 
Sultural and household workers. 

TEN-HOUR DAY 

In light of these new orders，CAA 
fears that a. ten-hour day without 
overtime compensation will result 
for many of the low-paid Chinese 
employees，who are Unprotected by 
unions and who depend on IWC 
standards for their sole protection 
against exploitation. 

Also in question is the exemption 
of certain employees from coverage 
Under the “Hours”section by refer- 
ence to the Fair Labor Standards 

Act. If adopted，those in “public 
housekeeping,，”which includes 
many Chinese working in restau- 
rants, hotels, and motels，would not 
be covered by IWC standards, which 


only add meaning to our being Americans. 
If we could affirm this attitude, then learning Chinese 


language and culture is no longer simply a preparation 
for going to China. It becomes a vehicle for us to under- 
stand our neighbors, to work in the community, and to 
bridge gaps. The focus, then, is no longer on the other 
Side of the Pacific Ocean，but right here in our home 
towns. 

This community is far from perfect. But this is the only 
community we've got.You may not like being a Chinese- 
American，but that is how others look at you. Young 
people today will be the community leaders in the future. 
The community is in your hands. The future of the com- 
munity depends on your care and concern for its people 
and its problems. 

With this in mind，may I say that though youve 
dropped out from Chinese schools, do not drop out from 


your community. Though you may reject any formal = 


training in the Chinese language，do not cease in your 
efforts to communicate with your parents and grand- 
parents. Though you may ,have decided not to pick- up 
any manifestations of Chinese culture，do not give up 
trying to understand the attitude of your elders.

At press time yesterday, the Board 
of ,Education was still discussing 
the San Francisco school district's 
third proposal to desegregate schools 
from kindergarten through the 
tenth grade. 

Last Tuesday, the board gave the 
city's top school administrators one 
week to modify integration plans， 
dubbed “Operation Integrate," that 
would be more acceptable to the 
community, and to examine various 
integration techniques that would， 
in effect, completely change the ele- 
mentary School integration plan now 
being used. 

Specifically，the board directed 
acting Superintendent Lane DeLara 
and his sta 仁 to_ eliminate “criss- 
crossing,” where students of one 
facial group are bused out of an 
area and students of the same racial 
group are bused in; to stop tamper- 


ing with schools that are in racial 


balance and that are in naturally 
integrated neighborhoods; to specify 
educational components in the Pro- 
posal; and to improve the racial bal- 
ance of the elementary schools 
without the constraints of the seven 
Zones. 

The decision on the part of the 
board came after dozens of irate 
citizens 一 white, black, Chicano and 
Asian 一 Spoke in opposition to the 
Proposal on grounds of insufficient 
time to study the proposal, a need to 
integrate staff, the exclusion of edu- 
cational components, the Unreason- 
able distance students must travel as 
a result, the closing of a number of 
Schools，and the Unhnecessary tam- 
pering with already integrated 
Schools.

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The Greeks Called Me Tal Kinesfs 


By JUDY YUNG 


How would it feel to be the sole 
Chinese on the 'Grecian island of 
Corfu? Chester (last name withheld 
upon request) lived on that island 
among the native Greeks for a full 
year in 1967 and came away feeling 
he had finally found his “patria” 
(home). 

But then，Chester js a_ unique 
Chinaman.、 As he explains，he is a 
complex of four cultures 一 Ameri- 
can，Chinese，Greek，and Spanish， 
meaning he is a Chinese born and 
ralsed in America, with a year of his 
life spent among the Greeks, and a 
natural love for the flamenco Euitall 
and its“gypsy mystique.” 、 

Chester grew Up in the Chung Mei 
Home for (wayward) Boys when his 
mother died of tuberculosis in San| 
Francisco Chinatown, At the age of 
ten，his father took him to China 
and enrolled him in Ling Nam Uni- 
versity， hoping that he would 
beceome versatile in Chinese， With 
the coming of the social revolution 
in 1949，Chester was forced to re- 
turn to the 9tates. 

His most vivid memory of China 
during the two years he was there 
was of poverty in China then. Sadly， 
he said,“I remembered seeing the 
river filled with bodies.” Suicide was 
common during those tumuituous

MONASTERY LIFE 
After graduation from the Oak- 
land public schools，he chose to 
enter 3 Catholic monastetry for“in- 
terior reasons."”

austerity required of that vocation,” 
he explained.“Besides studying，we

To become a Catholic priest would 
require eight yeatrs of cloistered life 
in a monastery. Chester left after

fined. 

From the monastery，Chester went 
on to work as a statistical clerk，a 
district advisor for a newspaper, and 
a dispatcher for the police depart- 

ment He found it hard taking the 
pressure and routine _ pattern in 
these jobs.“My duty and desire was 
to five the fullness of life and not be 
" he said. His imagina- 
tion “acted up” so thatas soon as he 
savyed Up enough money，he left for 

Europe，hoping to study the fla- 

menco guitar in Spain. 

Also at this time，his family was 
Pressuring him into marriage，he 
being the onlyson in a family whose 
afnicestry could be traced back to the 
time of Confucius. He was constant- 
ly told to“marry for youtr father s 
sake.”But wanting very mach to de- 
velop what artistic talents he had as 
well as to follow his natural bent to 
explore and travel, he chose to jeave 
for Europe at this time instead of 
和 了 Hing his“filial”duties as a Son. 

MAGICAL ISLAND 

En route to Spain with his guitar， 
he decided to stop by the island of 
Coffu in Greece to see 3a Greek- 
American friend. He had not 

“planned to stay very long, but the

magic of the island and the people 
lengthened his stay from a few 
weeks to a full year. 

“It was a fantastic，beautiful is- 
land，1like Hawaii 30 years ago 
before a lot of people came,， he 
said.“It was lush. It was one beauti- 


ful beach there ， were hot 
beaches， cold beaches， sandy 
beaches， rocky “beaches，_ clear 
beaches， green ， beaches， blue- 


watered beaches 一 every kind of 
beach conceivable.” 

Plus the living was cheap, the food 
fresh (norefrigerators on the island)， 
very few automobiles, and plenty of 
obpportunities to sail, he added. 

Once accustomed to the Srround- 
ing sea, Chester came to see the sea 
as'“freedom'”” or “every possibility to 
explore life.” So attached did he be- 
come to this meaning that he Said， 
“IT would never live away from the- 
Sea again.” 

The Greek sun was especially no- 
ticeable to Chester.“T ve never Seen 
sunlight like that before,”he said. 
“It was lucid and very bright. There 
was no intervening smog. It just 
grabbed youtr Skin and made the 
surrounding scenery sttrreal. I often 
thought 工 was walking into a post- 
card under the Greek sunlight2” 

-一 GREEKMIHNB 

Chester believes the Greek Sun- 
light makes for a sharper mind and 
a sharper wit， During his stay on 
Corfu，he came to believe in “geo- 
graphical determinismy"; that is，no 
matter what race, geographical loca- 
tion determines what the people will 
be and how they will think. 

As an example of the brilliant 
Greek mind， he recounted an 
incident in the marketplace. He and 
his .friend，who both speak Greek， 
were buying apples from a vendor 
one afternoon. While the vendor 
bagged and weighed the apples, he 
spoke in Greek to a friend standing 
by him,“Hey,，I wonder who's that 
strange idiot standing next to him? 
He looks like a bastard child to me. 
TI wonder 让 he'has a sister I can 
Screw;,” and So on. 

All this time，neither Chester nor 
his_ friend said anything，、Einally 
when it came time to pay for the 
apbles，Chesters friend replied in 
perfect Greek,“I dont mind 计 you 
call my friend idiot or say thatLm a 
bastard，or that my sister's for 
Screwing. But I do mind that you 
cheated me of two apples; and for 
that,Trm going to killyoul” 

The vendor then calmly turned to 
his friend and said,，“Didnt Itell 


you TI_ could make him speak 
Greek!” 

And this was not a Greek scholar， 
but a street vendor.“All the Greeks 
discuss philosophy all day long, even 
the peasants,” Chester pointed out. 

SUSPECTED 

Life on Corfu was not easy for 
“Tal Kinesis,” or the Chinaman，as 
he was fondly called by the natives. 
Being the only Chinese on the island 
of . S0,000，he was suspected by the 
officials from the beginning and 
closely trailed for the first three 
months. For one thing，no tourist 
speaks Greek (which Chester had 
learned at the monastery). Secondly， 
Chester had chosen to live by the 
waterfront，traditionally inhabited 
by smugglers and Communists.《〈 “It 
was cheaper there,” reasoned Ches- 
ter.) 

And being Asian, it was assUmed 
that Chester knew martial arts， 
which meant he might be there to 
assassinate the king, whose Summer 
palace was there. Or he might be a 
Commnunist Spy from Albania，a 
short mile away and strongly influ- 
enced by the Chinese Communists. 

And to top it all， this Chinaman

here was one who did because the 
island was So beautiful and the 
living So 8good.

But he didn't realize how severe 
Greek winters were， AS he found 
out, “No one in their right mind 
stays in Greece for a winter. Nothing 
moves in :the winter; no _ tourists 
come _ through; the marble floors 
drain your body heat from head to 
toes; the winds pierce jlike 3 
thousand needles; the Snow encases 
you like a tomb; yoUT bedsheets arez 
continuously dampb; and sometimes 
icicles form on the ceiling and drop 
down all over the room.” 


“My friend had five kerosene and . 


electric heaters in a room ten by ten， 
and he still couldn't Practice the 
guitar because he couldn't feel his 
fingerst”exclaimed Chester. 9o dur- 
ing the winter, it was one chess game 
after another and one ljong walk and 
exploration after another. 
GREEK HOSPITALITY 

But being the only Chinese also 
made Chester very popular with the 
Greeks 一 both the very rich and the 
vety poor. He was inyvited to the 


wealthy villas and yachts，He was 
also offered the hospitality of the 
poor. And he was able tp invite the- 
gypsies to his room to play music 
and to dance，He was the only 

“tourist” able to associate with 
everyone on the' island from the 
Dutch consulate to the 8yPpsies. 
The natives were very .cuUrious 
about this Chinaman and Very 
flattered that he knew Greek. Little 
_girils came up to him and asked Such 
questions as， “Where are youU 
from?… “Are you rich2?”“Do you 
know how to fight?” “Will you take 
us outin yourboat?” “Willyou take 
off your glasses and let us See yOUT 
eyeS?” 

The Greeks do not ask direct ques- 
tions. In Chesters,opinion, this trait 
is very much evident in the Chinese. 
“They go a roundabout way befere 
they ask anything of you” he'said， 

Also according to Chester，Greeks 
have a wild imagination.“I did not 
help matters any by pretending to 
read Chinese newspapers on the bus 
to entertain them and by having five 
Ensglish girls stay with me to give 
them something to talk about'，” he 
said mischievously. 

During his stay on the island， 


、，there were some serious moments， 


such as occurred in April 1967， 
when the Greek king was deposed 
and a military dictatorship set UP， 
Chester described it,“The day of 
the coup was very qtiet; business as 
Usual，but more whispets， more 
jeeps. My landlord got drunk and 
staggered down the street waving his 
hands and shouting F*#ck the King， 
人 fck the King!"” A jeep pulled up 
alongside and hauled him away- 
“What am 工 Witnessing?” I thought. 
Two weeks later，he was released. 
The officials gave_ him a warning 
and clemency becatse he was 
drunk, and warned him not to let 让 
happen .again.because even though 
the King was deposed，he was still 
receiving a salary and still honored 
asilong as he was out of Greece.”
